Czar's Troops Now Hold The

London, April 12.— The flmflh 
offensive in the Woevre, it ia gaotr* 
ally believed, is the prelude to a big 
general effort bjT the alHaain the 

west. 

Paris claima continued progreaa in 

the Woevre movement, but Berlin 
claims all French attacks have been 
repulsed. With the two general 
staffs in direct conflict, it is diflieult 
to gauge the remlta, but military oi- 
perts here express the conviction 
that the Germans must send rein- 
forcements to strengthen their 
wedge, which penetratca to St. Mihiel 
and which is being attacked on both 
flanks. They assert that as soon as 
this movement begins the allies will 
strike at the point thus weakened 
and perhaps at the whole line. 

The Russians in the east, like the 
French in the west, apparently are 
making progress in the capture of 
important pointi before nadertaking 
a general forward movement. They 
now hold the whole principal chain 
of the Carpathians and at some points 
are descending the louthern slopes 
and are apprbaebiag, if they are not 
already in the Uzsok valley, south of 
the pasi of that name. 

The allied fleet has, according to 
unofiicial reporta. been bombarding 
the Dardanellel' forta from the' gulf 
of Saros. This doubtless is being 
done to prevent the Turks from re- 
pairing the forts, for it is not be- 
lieved here that the big attacks will 
ba raaumed nntil the land forces 
arrive. 

Unofficial reports also continue to 
come in regarding the gun firing off 
the Norwegian coast on Wednesday 
night last, concerning which the ad- 
miralty has made nothing public. 
The Scandinavian papers are con- 
vinced that a sea battle has occurred, 
although they variously describe it 
as a battle between British and Ger- 
man cruisers and a chase bf British 
or German submarines.

HAS BOTTLED HERSELF UP. 

Twelve British, Two French 
aid One Norwegian Vessel 

Newport News, Va.. April 12.— 

The German converted cruiser KroD 
I'linz Wilhelni, another of those 
elusive raiders in commerce in the 
south seas, slipped into this portyea- 
terday and asked for fuel and pro* 
visions. Many times reported de- 
stroyed by the former North Ger- 
man Lluvil liner evaded hostile war- 
ships for eight months while she 
sent fifteen merchantmen to the 
bottom, and her officers said she was 
forced to steal her way past four 
allied cruisers off the Virginia capea 
in order to reach this refuge. 

"We got in without baing scan 
by the enemy and we can get out 
the same way," declared her com- 
inan'ier. Ueut Captain Pant 
Thierfelder. 

When she dropped anchor the 
Kron I'rinz Wilht-iin had le.-^s than 
twenty-tive tons of coal and scanty 
provisions for the crew of 500 men 
men and sixty-one prisoners from 
British merchant ships sunk. Of the 
fifteen ships that the drabpainted. 
15,000 ton cruiser sank, twelve were 
British, two French and one Norwe- 
gian. The value of these ships and 
their cargoes, officers of the Wil« 
helm estimated at .^7, 000,000. 

Following in the wake of the in> 
temed Prinz EStel Friedrich, which 
arrived here a month ago after simi- 
lar thrilling and effective operations 
for the German arms, the Kron 
Prinz Wilbelm came dashing 
through the lane of enemy warships 
which had hovered off these shores 
lur weeks bufurf the liitel was in- 
terned. 

Most of the 960 passengers and 
sailors taken from British and other 

allied ships were sent from time to 
time by German ships to Buenos 
Aires, Rio De Janeiro, and Santos. 
Three hundred and sixty from the 
French steamer Gaudaloupe were 
sent ashore at Santi's. A time will 
Li- !i.\ed for her d'^parture.

The more alfalfa fields there ir. , tlio 
greater will be the plague of f ra slioii- 
[xTs unless measures aro addptid to 
control the pest. The grasslici i" r. of 
rourse, was known In Aineriia long 
before alfalfa, but as the cinii.tr\ hi-- 
comes morn settled ami tlif i^.i.'-te 
lands and un( ultlvated tields in wl.ich 
the insect brei^ds grow fewer, the pest 
crowds in greater and greater num- 
bers into the places that are left it. 
yince an alfalfa field affords almost 
Ideal conditions for breeding, to plant 
alfalfa is to invite all the grasshoppi ra 
in the vicinity to come and be merry 
at your expense. 

In ord<'r to breed freely, gra.ssliop- 
pers require two conditions; first, an 
undlsturbt'd soil to hatch their eggs, 
iMd second, a food supply for their 
young. The margins of roads and 
fences, ditch banks. In fact any waste 
land, will do to hatch the eg»;s, hut 
^uth alfalfa or grain at hand tor the 
■ating, the young w ill not stay long in 
their birthplace. Grasshopiiers, It is 
true, have many natural enemies w hich 
will be attracted by the abundaiu e of 
their prey and thus ultlinately afford 
ilie fanner some relief, liy that time, 
licine\er, tlie alfalfa crop is likely to 
liave suffered Irreparable damage. 

I'erli.ips the siniplr.-it way of flgbtlng 
the pest, when this Is practical. Is to 
destroy the et;^s. Tliese are deposited 
in musses ill tile late suniiiier and fall. 
Inclosed In kiilney-shuped iiods, In soil 
which tlie grasshopper prefers mod- 
erately compact and rather damp, but 
not actually wet. The young hatch in 
spring, reach maturity in the summer 
and dio when they in their turn have 
deposited their eggs. There Is only 
one geiieratioi: each year. Throughout 
tlie late tall aiid winter, therefore, the 
farmer has an opportunity to rid him- 
self of the iie.st by destroying the 
eggs. Plowing, harrowing, disking or 
cultivating to a depth of two Inches 
will do this. 

Where the nature of the ground or 
other circumstances make this Im- 
practicable, siieciallsts in the depart- 
ment of agriculture recommend the 
use of poison bait. Resort must be 
had to the bait early, however, and all 
waste and uncultivated land gone 
over thoroughly tx fere the young In- 
serts have ".cvoloped f,ufllciently to 
move about freely and feast on the 
growing crops.

and the Juice of the fruit squeeied Into 
It, then the skin and pulp are chopped 
tip finely and added to tbe molasses 
mixture, which is further diluted by 
the addition of two gallons of water. 
This is then mixed with the bran and 
Paris green and enough water added 
to make the whole a attff dough. This 
amount of poison Is sufficient to treat 
from five to ten acres. It must be re- 
membered, however, that the fruit Is 
the most important Ingredient. 

In applying the poison it ahould be 
sown broadcast In atrlpa one rod apart 
before sunrise In the morning. Broad- 
casting does away with the risk of poi- 
soning stock, poultry or birds and if 
care is exercised In this respect there 
need be no fear of loss. On a Vermont 
farm, for example, several hundred 
acres of pasture, which were very bad- 
ly Infested with grasshoppers, were 
treated in this way, and although more 
than one hundred valuable pure-bred 
Jersey heifers were graslng on the 
land throughout the process, no in 
stance of iiolsoiiinf eenirred.

Roman Catholic Dublin's desire for 
a great city cathedral la likely to be 
aatlsfled at last.

Senator Barton, one of tbe two first 
Missouri senators, was known as "Lit- 
tle Red." I^e got the name whea be 
delivered a speech which made him 

famous throughout the country. 

The senate chamber waa crowded. 
Rarton had taken side against tbe 
Jackson policies. His arraignmenv 
and condemnation of the administra- 
tion for years ranked as one of the 
greatest apeeches ever heard in the 
aenate. The audience l>ecame Intense- 
ly excited. At the close, while peo- 
ple were crowding out of the gallery. 
there came a mighty about: 

"Hurrah for the little red!" 

This waa repeated again and again 
In the corridors of the capitol by the 
Missouri frontiersman who had been 
a listener. When the man became 
calm enough to explain he said the 
original "little red" waa a game 
rooster he owned which could whip 
any fighting cock matched against 
him. When he heard Senator Bar- 
ton 'putting hla licks" In the Jackson 
crowd and "bringing them down every 
flutter" he couldn't help thinking of 
the victories of his "little red.' The 
newspapers took up the story and 
Barton went by tbe sobriquet o' 
littto Hed."

CLEAN WATER IS NECESSARY 



Artificial Pond Erected by llllnolf 
Farmer Provee Quite Adequate 
tor All Neede of Farm. 

Good clean water Is an cssctaiui 
neces.sary for the comfort aiiU uell- 
boiii| of the dairy herd. Spring or 
wt'll water, if nooi, is possibly the 
best, but wiit'ii tiiere la not a aafflcient 
suji|)ly a good dt'ep pond dooH not 
come amiss. 

V\ " liavo an artiflrlal pond wliKh 
suiM'lii s our lu'fils in thla direction, 
which is ordinarily from twelve to 
faurii'i'ii feet deep, cool and clean. 

This pond wan made by building a 
dam acroKs a bulluw in ' the pasture 
45 feet wide at the bottom and wide 
enough at the top so a team could be 
driven across, says an Illinois writer 
In Farmers' Review. A wall on the in- 
side of the dam was constructed of 
two-Inch white oak boards to keep the 
wash from, breaking the dam. The 
eutlet la not orer the dam, bat on tha 
side. 

To accomplish this task three teams 
and four or Ave men were kept busy 
for three weeks. After the dam bad 
aettled tt was built vp to the neces- 
sary hel^t twiee at diflerent inter- 
vals. 

Here we row with a akiff at 
leisure, and have a good old-tasbioned 
swim when we so deaire. In the winter 
we have a place to abate, aad a most 
excellent place to get an aboadaace of 
Ice tor the Icehouse. Not only this, 
but the neighborhood at threshing 
time ha* the privilege of securing al! 
the water they wish to use. MTben the 
wells go dry there Is plenty there to 
till the demand. It took a lot of liard 
labor and h a nk ae ba , but, it baa giver 
ua M yeara or more of eervlee.

Succese With Pigs Camot Be At 
iHbUted to Luck — Model Farm 
Should Have Natural Shade.

While and valleys make an 
Ideal line for a hog farm. th. herd 
should I' kept as near to tl' source 
of the uatcr as possible h. c ause of 
the dan»:er of the stock becoming af- 
flicted V i'h ( holera and other diseases 
caused ' iIm- stream being contami- 
nated b\ sv. iiie further up stream. 

A mode! breeding farm sl.uuld be 
provided uitli a timber lot or large 
grove. Th. re Is no shade like nat- 
ural shade, and treea soften the cold 
winds during the winter. Their value 
cannot be overestimated when proper- 
ly utilized by the swine grower. 

The breeder who would be suecess- 
ful in this age of close competition 
must have the closest and keenest dis- 
crimination of what Is necessary to 
constitute an animal of individual 
merit, or more properly he muat have 
firmly fixed in his mind the exaet con- 
tear of a perfect pig. Then he must 
ban an idea of the kind of breeding 
stoek required to produce such a pig. 

Thwe are numerous breeds ofawine, 
varying not only in site, color, shape, 
feedtag qualities and general cbar- 
acterlstlea, bat also in the quality of 
their prodnet 

It la not the great big fat pig that 
bringa home the money, but the pig 
that will weigh from 200 to 800 pounds 
at from six to tea BKmtha of age that 
eapturea the top prteea. 

The breedlag animals of the herd 
Should receive the very best care and 
attenUon at all tlmea. but with all of 
our knowledge of breeding and feed- 
ing, the acience of awine growing \;
